Corn Grown 
in Wisconsin 


Enough Seeds of New Va- 


riety Produced to 


Supply State 


Knough corn of tho new ccM-re- 


sistant variety to seed all of north- 
ern Wisconsin was grown in a few 
sections of that region this past 
season, states B. D. .Leith, of the 
agronomy department of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. 
A new va- 


riety of corn ia a result of selec- 
tion from Golden Glow No. 12 and 
has been developed largely through 
tho efforts of Mr. L«ith. That it is 
giving- high production records in 
the localities in which it is grown 
cnnnot bo denied. A Dunn county 
/armor reports a yield of 100 bush- 
els to the acra of ear corn on a 
four-acre field this year. This is 
probably the highest yield of any 
variety of corn in 
Dunn county. 


"Tho seed of tho cold-resistant va- 
riety can be planted from a week to 
10-days earlier in tha spring than 
the acclimated ' corn," 
says 
Mr. 


l.eith. The plans develops a larger 
stalk, making fine silage, and is 
used, much in this way. At present 
it ripens about the same time .is 
other varieties grown in that sec- 
tion. 


"The ideal for which we are se- 


Itx'ting is to combine early maturity 
with a big yield. As yet, there has 
hf;cn no crop fallure that could be 
attributed to the new strain. 
In 


an ordinary season the cold resist- 
ant can bo planted by tho first of 
May, and ia ready for silage beTore 
the first frost, which oiten occurs 
around Sept. 1st in these northern 
regions."

match, cigaret butt, cigar stub or 
pipe heel, is of vitei concern to the 
public. Each day American* smoke 
5,000 miles of cigarcfs, and care- 
lessly tossed butts burn 
$11,000 


worth of property each month. The 
cigaret is the most dangerous of 
all smoking materials. 
It burns 


until consumed; hence every cast- 
off butt becomes a menace and po- 
tential fire cause. 
Smokers 
and 


match users caused a fire loss of 
19-1,000,000 in the United States, 
during tho five-year period of 1915 
to 1919. Careless smokers and us- 
ers of matches caused- a fire loss 
of $479,570 in Wisconsin in 1920. 
This waste of property effect* us 
all, and the public may well pro- 
test against that part of the smok- 
ing: habit which jeopardizes life and 
property. 
Blow ont a match or 


break it, stamp on, cigar and cig- 
aret stubs and pipe heels and pro- 
vide a metal, glass or china ash 
receiver. 
The public and employ- 


ers of labor further have a right 
to limit smoking to places where 
life is not endangered. "No smok- 
ing" rules should be strictly en- 
forced in all such places of em- 
ployment, in garages, dry clean- 
ing establishments, paint shops, in 
barns, near hay, straw and grain 
stacks and elsewhere, where vola- 
tile oils are kept or used or com- 
bustible materials are present.

Faint Stars Travel 


Faster Says Comstock 


Prof. G, C. Comstock, director of 


the Washburn observatory at the 
university, is just completing re- 
search work in astronomy, dealing 
with the positions and motions of 
those heavenly bodies which are 
commonly known as 
"the 
faint 


stars.' He has found certain minor 
differences between the stars which 
are said to be near, and those which 
are classified by astronomers as be- 
ing faint. 
As 
one result of his 


study 
of the 
problem, Professor 


fiomstock has setied upon two alter- 
natives: either the- faint stars are 
nearer than has been supposed; or 
else they are traveling faster. Pro- 
fessor Comstock thinks that the 
probable answer is that the stars 
travel faster.

eral holds. Federal law does not 
give "the court these powers, and 
cannot require that 
incriminating 


testimony be given by the prisoner. 


"In my opinion the provisions of 


the Severson law prevent the de- 
fendant from claiming his constitu- 
tional privilege not to 
incriminate 


himself," Mr. Messerschmidt says. 
"It appears, however, that testi- 
mony of the defendant taken by 
compulsion in the state court is in- 
admissable in the federal court and 
cannot be used as a basis for a 
prosecution.

OU could hardly imagine a more dramatic 


getting for the opening event of the in- 


ternational conference on limitation of arma- 
ment which met on Saturday, 


i For « long time the public had been pre- 
pared "not to expect too much." Indirectly 
the thrcd days of impressive ceremonial had 
confirmed the general expectation at Washing- 
ton, that the assembling about the council 
.table of the representatives of the World's 
great powers would be a matter of slow and 
formal procedure occupying many days per- 
haps, in preliminary preparation before any 
line of action -was agreed upon. 


When I wa« called on the telephone and told 


that Secretary Hughes in his opening address 
to th* convention, had proposed as a basis of 
negotiation the reduction of all the big navies 
one half, I was breathless. And when later 
I read his concise, masterly address that the 
bc»t augury for the success of the conference 
was that "WE SHOULD MEET THE REA- 
SONABLE EXPECTATION OF A WATCH- 
ING WOKLD BY EFFECTIVE ACTION," I 
.felt ai though the world had taken at least 
one long sure step ahead. 


Do you think I am too optimistic? It may 


be as Ida Tarbell suggests that "limitation of 
armament" means little more than giving the 
God of war a rest. And it is entirely possible 
that Secretary Hughes' porposal is based on 
"economic necessity,"—that the heads of gov- 
ernments realize that nations must be freed 
for a while from the burden of competitive 
armament* or go bankrupt. 
It is probably 


true that the immediate representatives of 
the nation! about the council table were not 
not to much surprised by Secretary Hughes' 
kold, frank proposition as was the general 
public. It may b« perfectly logical to say that 
so long as tho nations keep their ratio of ships 
they will be prepared to make war on each 
other.

session in Washington.

it about. And today the proposition to scrap 
half the navies of the world is before such a 
conference. That fact has been brought about*- 
by public opinion. Who shall set a limit on 
what public opinion may accomplish once start- 
ed on the right road, conscious of its power?

JOHN WORK GARRETT 


J 


OHN WORK GARRETT, chosen as secre- 
tary general of the arms conference, is a 


partner, in the banking firm of Robert Garrett 
& Sons at Baltimore, which firm he entered 


shortly after having gradu- 
ated from Princeton in 1895. 
He entered the diplomatic 
service in 19Q1 by appoint- 
ment of President McKinley 
as secretary of the American 
legation at Th3 Hague. He 
served in that capacity for 
two years, becoming secre 
tary of the legation to the 
Netherlands in 1903. 
From 


1905 
to 1908 he was second 


secretary of the American 
embassy at Berlin and from 
1'908 until 1911 served as a 


first secretary to the American embassy at 
Rome. 


During 1911 he served as minister to Vene- 


zuela and then became minister to Argentina, 
where he served for three years until 1914. 


At tho outbreak of the war in Europe he was 


assigned ag a special agent of the department 
of state to assist the American ambassador in 
Paris and served in that capacity until August 
23, 1917, when he became minister to tha 
Netherlands, serving until August 10, 1919. 


In 1916 Mr. Garrett was assigned at the re- 


quest of the French government to inspect the 
German camps for French prisoners, and later 
became chairman of a special diplomatic mis- 
sion to negotiate with Germany a treaty re- 
garding prisoners of war, which treaty was 
signed at Berne on November 11, 1918. 
He Is 


a member of a number of Baltimore; Washing- 
ton and New York clubs. 


As secretary general of the arms.conference 


Mr. Garrett's duties include supervision of all 
the details of the conference, the issuing of all 
'ts formal statements and the keeping of all its 
records.

Surveying the entire field of mu-

Certainly it 
s true that he carried the compos- 
er's art to a pinnacle of perfection 
never attained before his time, and 
certainly since his.time there is lit- 
:le. if anything, beyond him unless 
t be in the piling on of tonal mass- 
es _and the adding of bizarre effects 
which are not always musical.

s responsible for the 
nobility of 


tyle that characterizes .his matur- 
r work.3. Whether we regard his 
ihamber music, his sonatas, 
and 


:oncertos for piano and for violin, 
lis overtures, 
or his 
nine1-, great 


symphonies, everywhere we find un- 
mistakable evidences of one of the 
greatest musical geniuses. 


Beethoven's production 
is often 


divided into three»periods, exempli- 
fied clearly by his symphonies. In 
the first he is the contemporary of 
Haydri and Mozart, and talks much 
the same language. To this period 
belongs the first and second sym- 
phonies, limpid, clear and" charm- 
ing. In the second period he has 
reached his own mature and deep- 
ened style, »nd to it belong the stir- 
ring Eroica (Na. 3), the gay and me- 
lodious fourth (reflecting the hap- 
piness of his betrothal), the poig- 
nant fifth, the ever delightful Pas- 
toral 
(precursor of most 
of our 


program music), the dancing sev- 
enth (many still remember Isadora 
Duncan's brilliant 
interpretation), 


and the passionate eighth. 


The C minor symphony is in four 


movements, of which the last two 
are so interwoven as to be insepar- 
able. The first movement, allegro 
con brio, 
opens with 
a striking 


phrase of which Beethoven himself 
said. 
"Thus 
fate knocks on the 


door," followed 
by a melting air 


for the violins, piano, as second sub- 
ject. Grove sees in this juxtaposi- 
tion the 'musical 
reflection of a 


scene between Beethoven and a pu- 
pil, later his fiancee, but others in- 
trepret the knocking of fate as an 
allusion to 
the growing 
deafness 


that was finally to shut out the 
world of sound from his outer ear, 
and the remainder of the symphony 
as the determined and triumphant 
struggle of the 
composer against 


this adverse fortune. 


PURE BEAUTY 


The second movement, andante, 


offers a marked Contrast to the tur-. 
bulent mood of the allegro. It is a 
set of variations, graceful and elab- 
orately finished, on a theme which 
contains several sections and cov- 
ers 48 bars in all. The-first section, 
a graceful air in dotted notes, is 
played by cellos and violins in uni- 
son, then follows a descending mel- 
ody in the 
woodwinds, echoed by 


the strings, third an ascending air 
for clarinet and bassoon, finished by 
the violins, and lastly a very beau- 
tiful little coda. These 48 bars are 
then repeated with variations a first 
and second time, after 
which the 


composer allows himself some more 
playful interludes, such as a little 
duet between clarinet and bassoon, 
a passage of thirds in contrary mo- 
tion, a crashing and martial repeti- 
tion of the third section, and other 
matter. 
The conclusion is extraor- 


dinarily noble and beautiful, and 
culminates in an extended repeti- 
tion of the_ 
second section 
of the 


main 
subject, 
in 
which a most 


touching effect of pathos and emo- 
tion is produced.
